There are several kinds of baldness. 
One is the form which comes after se 
veae and long-conrinned illness, usu­ 
ally after high fever.

such illnesses, the hair Is cut short or 
the head is shoved, the idea being 
that. in some way, this stimulates the 
growth of the hair.

In most cases of baldness fol­ 
lowing fever, the hair grows out again 
in a few months.
